The inventions of claims 2, 4-6, 18, and 22-24 are described in document 2 (claims, 
paragraph 0045, table 1, Fig. 1) and document 3 (claims, paragraphs 0001, 0020, 
table 1) cited in the ISR; therefore they do not appear to possess novelty or to involve 
an inventive step. 

The inventions of claims 4-6, 18, and 22-24 are described in document 4 (claims, 
table 1 , [Effect of the Invention]) cited in the ISR; therefore they do not appear to 
possess novelty or to involve an inventive step. 

The inventions of claims 25 and 26 do not involve an inventive step based on 
document 2 and 4 and document 5 (claims, paragraph 0018, Fig. 1) cited in the ISR. 
Installing a reinforcing frame of document 5 at the lower end part of an aquafarming 
net described in documents 2 and 4 would be easy for a person skilled in the art.
